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BUTLER COUNTY PRIEST 


IS FOUND DEAD IX BED 


Rev. 
Daniel 
O'Connell, pastor 


of 
St. 
Joseph's 
Catholic 


Church, 
North 
Oakland, 
<was 


found dead in- bed at 7 o'clock yes- 
terday. Before retiring last evening 
Father O'Connell left word with his 
housekeeper, Miss Mary Brady, to 
•wake him for mass. Failing to arouse 
him, Miss Brady summoned John An- 
gert, who resides across the street 
from the parish house, and forcing 
an entrance to the bedroom, Angert 
found the priest dead. 


Father O'Connell >was born in Ire- 


land and was ordained a priest from 
the University of Louvain, Belgium, 
in 1875. In that year he came to 
Pittsburg, where for 15 years he was 
assistant to Bishop Phelan in the old 
St. Paul's Cathedral. 
Following an 


attack of rheumatism, Father O'Con- 
nell was forced to take small charges 
in Bedford, Connellsville, and Coal 
Center. He came to North Oakland 
in 1912. Last January he suffered 
an attack of pneumonia. 


He was a descendant of Daniel 


O'Connell, the great Irish statesman, 
after whom he was named. 


Father O'Connell came to Bedford 


in 1878 and remained in the Bedford 
parish about twelve years. He inau- 
gurated a movement for a new ceme- 
tery which resulted in buying and 
starting the burial grounds on the 
Poor House road. While in Bedford 
he was very popular and had a host 
of friends all over the county.

He Must Convince Them He Stands 


as Good a Chance as Hughes or 
the Colonel—Plan to Keep the 
Door Open Till Time Comes for 


. Trading. 


The 
problem 
confronting 
the 


"straight goods" Republican leaders 
three weeks in advance of their nom- 
inating convention is to devise means 
for "stopping" Supreme Court Justice 
Hughes from running off with the 
Presidential prize ahead of time. 


Having "shelved" Col. Roosevelt 


for the time being, they plan to turn 
the trick with Elihu Root. The dis- 
tinguished New York statesman is to 
have his inning during the next week 
or two. Admittedly the most desira- 
ble nominee from a partisan stand- 
point, Mr. Root's value as a candi- 
date remains to be determined. 


More than two-thirds of the for- 


midable array of bankers, trust mag- 
nates, "war bride" promoters and 
corporation lawyers who will sit as 
delegates in the nominating conven- 
tion prefer Mr. Root for obvious rea- 
sons, hut they question the wisdom, 
of putting him up to invite compari- 
son with Mr. Wilson. 


Big Business Predominates 


A scrutiny of Ihe Toll call of the 


convention will reveal the fact that 
three-fourths of the delegates repre- 
sent interests wholly congenial to 
Mr. R6bt. It is doubtful if BO many 
men indentified with "Big Business" 
have ever been sent to a Republican 
National Convention even when the 
late Mark Hanna "handpicked" them 
in the good old McKinley days. 


In the view of these men Mr.Root's 


nomination is desirable for pretty 
much the same reasons. 
But the 


final judgment of the small group of 
leaders who will select the candi- 
date after weighing all considera- 
tions, pro and con, will not be given 
until they are convinced that Mr. 
Root can stand the test in November 
when the issue will lie directly be- 
tween Mr. Wilson, now apparently in- 
vincible, and the Republican candi- 
date. 


The burden of proof is now up to 


Mr. Root. 
If he can convince the 


bankers, et al, that he can command 
the suppo'rt of the Roosevelt follow- 
ing and not lose any of the regulars, 
he stands as good chance as either 
Hughes of Roosevelt of landing the 
nomination. 


The Colonel will have a lot to say 


on this point, 
The leaders believe 


that once he is convinced that he 
cannot get the nomination, his deep 
rooted desire to accomplish the de- 
feat of Mr. Wilson will influence him 
to throw his strength to Mr. Root 
rather than to Hughes. 


The leaders, primarily intent on 


"trimming" the Colonel, have devel- 
oped the movement in favor of the 
Justice to the maximum of their cal- 
culations. 
Despite the astonishing 


growth of sentiment favorable to 
him, they are of the opinion that 


ers the fight against the Democratic 
President, growing in popularity 
eveiy day, is admittedly hopeless. 
And in the end the leaders concede 
the 
recognition of the 
Colonel's 


psychological valup as the Republi- 
can candidate. 


But the contract that the Oyster

fact remains that few of the straight 
goods leaders will accept the unsup- 
ported promises of Roosevelt for any- 
thing. 


Bitter Over 1912. 


So bitter are some of them over 


his "bolt" four years ago that they 
would undoubtedly rather vote for 
Mr. Wilson, rigidly antagonistic to 
them in a partisan sense, than accept 
the Colonel on his own terms. 


They would prefer to beat him 


completely, but they know that they 
cannot do it. However greatly they 
disparage his diminishing influence, 
the men who control the straight 
goods convention have the keenest 
appreciation of the consequences of 
inviting him to head a third ticket. 
Mr. Hughes would certainly not take 
the straight goods nomination, and it 
is doubtful if the most remote "drak 
horse" would accept it. 


By bringing up Root the managers 


of the party have two chances to 
win. One is to force the hands of the

In 1616 the king of England 


ordered the bishop of London to 
collect money for a college to 
be founded m Virginia, and dur- 
ing the next three years a sum 
equal to $7,300 was raised and 
sent over for that purpose, 
fn 


1618 It was ordained that the col- 
lege should be located at Hen- 
rlco, and 10,000 acres of land 
were allotted for its endowment. 
This land was to be rented to 
settlers. 
One-tenth of the in- 


come was to be used in educat- 
ing Indians, and nine-tenths in 
educating English children. The 
London 
company 
donated 
a 


email sum for'a building and a 
few books to start a library. A 
good attendance Was assured, for 
1,261 children were sent over 
from London -to be educated In 
the new college. It was also de- 
cided to establish a preparatory 
school at Charles City. But be- 
fore either Institution got under 
way the terry bis Indian massacre 
of 1622 took place, in which'one- 
twelfth of all the English set- 
tlers in Virginia ^vere killed. 
This put an'end'to all thoughts 
except of persbrial safety, and It 
Is douBtfu1 whether any actual 
instruction "was ever given In 
this earliest (prospective) Amer- 
ican college.

"Before the war yi Europe affected 


th'e _rates at sea it cost the American 
"farmer more to haul a' bushel of wheat 
nine and a half-miles to the railroad 
station for shipment 'than it cost the 
buyer to ship the same bushel of 
wheat from New York to Liverpool, a 
distance of 3,000 miles," according to 
a bulletin issued by the American 
Highway association. 
"The average 


cost of hauling a ton of farm produce, 
or a- ton of anything else, over the av- 
erage country road is about twenty- 
three cents a mile; 70 years ago the 
cost of the same service was 17 cents. 
The cost of hauling over the railroads 
is less than one-ninth as much as it 
was 60 years ago. The cost of hauling 
by railroad has almost reached the 
vanishing point; the cost of hauling 
on the country roads has gone up as 
the roads have gone down. 


"By careful calculation, Logan Wai- 


lev Page, director of the United States 
office of public roads, has reached the 
conclusion that with wise and equita- 
ble road laws and good business man- 
agement it would be entirely practica- 
ble for the people to save themselves 
on the two items of hauling and ad- 
ministration the enormous sum of 
$290,000,000 yearly. The railroads in 
the United States carry about 900,000,- 
000 tons of freight annually, and of 
this vast tonnage at least 200,000,000 
tons are hauled over the country roads 
to the railroad station or to the canals 
for shipment. 
The immense volume 


of mining' products ^aggregating mil- 
lions of tons is not included in this 
estimate, but only the agricultural, 
forest 
and miscellaneous 
products 


hauled by wagon over the public roads, 
.nor is the cost of- hauling back and 
forth between the farms and the mills. 


"The main cause of agricultural dis- 


tress," says the bulletin, "a subject of 
perennial alarm to 'popular favorites,' 
is not so. much the wages of the work- 
ers or the infertility of the soil or the 
prices of the products, but the enor- 
mous drain of getting the , stuff, to 
market, the waste of the roads in the 
wear and tear of machinery, the sacri- 
fice of teams, the inefficiency of serv- 
ice compelled by impassable highways.

THE CRIPPLE OF LYSTRA. 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 14. 
GOLDEN TEXT—He giveth power tc 


the faint; and to .them th'at liaye nc 
might Be iricifciase'tii. strength.—Isa. 40:29 


Make a list of the seven cities* men- 


tioned in this lesson and locate them 
on a map. --Let seven pupils attack to 
the map a flag, or banner, to locate 
each one. The visit to Iconium oc- 
curred probably in the spring Of A. D. 
47 (Ramsey). Paul and Barnabas had 
a great triumph and a severe testing 
at Iconium, wrought a great victory of 
faith and became popular at; Lystra, 
only to meet great tribulation. On 
their homeward journey they con- 
firmed saints', set up rules and gave 
account of their labors to the home 
church of Antioch. 


I. In Iconium (vv. 1-7). This was 


a Roman city of great antiquity and 
importance. 
The modern city Konia 


Is an important $!ohammedan and 
trade center. Tradition says Paul was 
imprisoned for being a magician and 
teaching a woman named Thekla not 
to marry. 'This woman endured great 
hardships and trials for the faith, fin- 
ally becoming a nun at Selencia and 
dying at the advanced age of ^ninety. 
Prom this tradition we get most of bur 
ideas of Paul's appearances-small, 
bandy-legged, large eyed, shaggy eye- 
brows, long nose; full of grace with 
sometimes the face of a man-iand at 
others of an angel. This is tradition 
only, but is probably somewhat near 
the truth, Paul followed His" usual 
first witnessing in the synagogue, wit- 
nessing to the entire population, Jew 
and Gentile; and" dividing them effec- 
tively by his words abbut Jesus. 


II. In Lystra (vv. 8-21).!(1J Popu- 
larity (w. 8-18). Their introduction 
here would seein.:'prbpiti6iiSiV,'iealing 
the cripple and at once gaining the 
esteem of the people. Adoration and 
gratitude appeal to the humdii heart. 
Underneath the heathen idea Jthat the 
gods "came down to us In theVlikeness 
of men," is the great and /glorious 
truth of the incarnation (John 1:14; 
Phil. 2:6, 7). We should hesitate to 
condemn these men of Lystra too se- 
verely, for what American community 
is not open to. condemnation in this 
regard? 
Too many Christians 
offer 


garlands (v. 13) at the feet of the men 
whom God has used to work his 
mighty works. It was common com- 
plaint that in the days of his greatest 
victories, men oould not find Mr. 
Moody when a service was dismissed, 
or get into his quarters at the hotels; 
he would give no opportunity for self- 
glorification. Paul and Barnabas had 
hard work to restrain these hero wor- 
shipers (v. 14), and to convince them 
who they were and how they had been 
enabled to accomplish such, a wonder- 
ful ..miracle (v. 15). Paul was of "like 
stature" with them and would not ac 
cept worship as did the Caesars 01 
Herod (12:22, 23). He exhorted the 
Lystrians to turn from "these vain 
things," i. e., such idol, worship, unto 
the "living God" (see also I Cor. 8:4; 
I Thess. 1:9). Hitherto God had not 
miraculously 
interfered 
to 
turn 


men from their evil ways (v. 16), but 
left them to their o\vn devices to show 
their inability to f.:;d their way back 
to him '(see Acts 17:30; I Cor.''1:21;. j 
Yet God is net "without witnesses" j 
(v. 17). The seasons and the natural j 
laws point to God, yet men still re- 
main blind and ungrateful. Thus by 
vehement exhortation they prevented 
this act of sacrilege. (2) Persecution 
(vs. 19, 201. The mob is ever fickle, 
(v. 18), but it did not turn them "unto 
the living God" (v. 15). Conversion 
13 the simple turning from idols (I 
Thess. 1-9), a rational thing, but one 
contrary to the pride of men \vho de- 
sire to "do something" whereby they 
may merit or can demand their sal- 
vation. Even as Paul had difficulty to 
turn people aside from idols, so today | 
it is hard to keep men and women j 
from idolatry, not the gross or vulgar 
idolatry of heathenism, but the re- 
fined idols of culture, success, power, 
money and pleasure. To his difficul- 
ties Paul had the added persecution of 
the vindictive Iconians and those from j 
Antioch (v. 19), God delivered him! 
from this trial (I Cor. 11:25. 27). All j 
loyal v.-itnesses must expect persecu- j 
tion from the God-hating world (II i 
Tim. 3:12; John 15:18-20). 


III. The Return (vv. 22-28). "When 


they had preached the gospel to the 
city" (v. 21) literally "having evan- 
gelized the city," they started home 
confirming believers and appointing 
leaders in each center visited. They 
did not take the short cut of 160 miles 
to Paul's home in Tarsus, but they 
visited their new converts. 


Symbolically the cripple of Lystra 


is a type of sin, (a) helpless, (b) born 
in that condition (Psa. 51:5), (c): had 
to be helped from without, by outside 
power (Rom. 5:6); (d) all could .see 
the change (James 2:1.8). This mir- 
acle wrought (a) Praise from the peo- 
ple, (b) Protestation on the part ot 
Paul and Barnabas, (c) Persecution 
from 
the fickle and disappointed 


priests who incited the people. Per- 
secution helped the proclamation of 
the 
gospel. 
Those who believed 


strengthened Paul by sharing his dan- 
ger (v. 20) and because of this ex- 
perience Paul "made many disciples."

Edith Smith Dairs, world's and na- 


tional W. C. T. "U. superintendent of 
scientific temperance instruction hi 
public schools and colleges, says: 
"The truth concerning temperance has 
been in a deep well for generations 
snd there have been many1 logical 
steps that we have been forced to 
take in order to reach the water of 
truth.

tific investigation which has shown 
the poisonous nature of alcohol. The 
second step demonstrates the effect 
of the poison upon various organs of 
the body. The third step makes clear 
the fact that alcohol has special af- 
finity for the brain and therefore af- 
fects the moral character of man. 
The fourth step has proven that a 
drug that affects the organs of the 
body and injures moral character must 
render less efficient the user of it, 
and, therefore, its use becomes an 
economic problem. 
The fifth step 


places this experimental truth with 
all its resultant conclusions in a form 
' whereby the largest number of people 
may be instructed, that is, in text 
books containing scientific facts con- 
cerning alcohol. The sixth step is the 
placing of the facts in the school cur- 
riculum and making the text books 
and the scientific charts a part of 
public temperance education.

nubile school is the most democratic 
Institution in tMe world and Is more 
than that; it is, as Dr. Newell D. Hillis 
says, 'the machine which-takes in all 
kinds of material and grinds it out 
made over into good^ American citi 
zens.'
